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Newport Racecourse - Shropshire - the Returns. 



The Returns 

What follows are the returns from the meetings at Newport, Shropshire. 

They are compiled from sundry sources and follow our usual pattern. Firstly the title of 

the race is given, followed by the conditions of the race, the distance, and other details. 

Following the horses' names the superscript figure refers to the owner, or in whose 

colours the horse ran, or the 'namer' noted by na. Then, also in superscript are any 

further details of the horse, the selling price he was entered for etc. Descriptions of the 

horse, br m [brown mare] for instance are included. The age and weights are also given. 

The weights are 'actuals', the weight the horse carried in the race including penalties 

and allowances. 

It should be noted that, particularly in the case of Newport, many of the returns are 
incomplete; where, for instance in heat races, sometimes details of all the heats are not 

given. Also riders are often not named. 

Above all it must be stressed that the returns are as published. No attempt has been 

made to edit or change obvious errors. Two changes to text have been made however; 

pounds sterling where shown as "i" are rendered £, and betting is rendered as, for 

instance 2/1 rather than '2 to 1 agst'. 

Where there is more than one source the most reliable one, on the basis of experience, is 

used. The various Racing Calendars that were published are not always to be relied 

upon; on many occasions it has been found that a report in a local paper was more 

trustworthy. In addition the Calendars often omit private matches and soldiers' races. 

Where the number of runners in a race are not known is shown. 

In order to avoid numerous footnotes a separate document dealing with the personalities 
associated with the course, both human and equine, is in course of preparation. Please 

contact on specific queries.

giving the running line the only permanent features being the grand- 
stand and a fenced or chained final 240 yards.

Newport Races 1840 

Our readers may perhaps recollect that two of the most interesting races at this meeting were 
disputed. On Monday last the Steward (T. W. Giffard, Esq., 1 of Chillington), after hearing all 
parties, gave his decision on each race, which was as follows. 

The Aqualate Hunt Stakes are not to he given to ANY of the horses, but to be reserved for next 
year's "meet." The first horse in this race was Taffy; he was disqualified on the ground of not 
having produced his certificate of having hunted as required by the rules, at the time of entry. The 
second horse, The Baron, was disqualified in consequence of having been in training stables; the 
third was disqualified on the same ground as Taffy; and the remaining four were either pulled up or 
distanced. 

The Cavalry Cup . — The first heat in this race was won by Mr E. Beddeley's Jenny Jones; the second 
by Baron Spolasco, Jenny Jones coming second, who then claimed the Cup on the ground of The 
Baron being disqualified as having been in training stables, and consequently did not go for the 
third heat, which was won by Baron Spolasco, The decision in this race is in favour of the THIRD 
horse Baron Spolasco being disqualified for the reason already stated, and Jenny Jones being 
disqualified, nor [sic -ECG] for being in training stables, but because she was galloped upon 
training ground. The third horse was Master Henry, the property of Mr Phillips.
